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MAKING  SENSE

From  the  clues  below,  how  soon  can  you  guess  the  year? 

In  South  Africa,  Zulu  chief  Shaka  is  assassinated  by  his  brothers,  who  become 
joint  kings.  Shaka  had  grown  progressively  more  unbalanced  mentally  since  the 
death  of  his  mother  last  year,  and  his  brothers  have  acted  to  stop  the  indescriminant 
executions.  This  seems  disquietingly  similar  to  some  African  states  of  today. 

The  memoirs  of  Giovanni  Casanova  are  published  this  year,  thirty  years  after 
Casanova’s  death.  So  there  you  have  it  — both  the  warrior  and  the  lover  in  the 
same  year. 

Washington  Irving,  the  author  of  “The  Legend  of  Sleepy  Hollow”  and  “Rip  Van 
Winkle”,  is  now  a diplomatic  attache’  in  Spain.  This  year  he  turns  his  pen  to  Span- 
ish history  and  publishes  “History  of  the  Life  and  Voyages  of  Christopher  Colum- 
bus”. 

The  world’s  first  chocolate  candy  is  produced  this  year  by  Dutch  chocolate-maker 
Conrad  Van  Houten.  Until  now,  the  bitter  product  of  South  American  cacao  beans 
was  only  a powder  used  to  make  a chocolate  beverage,  sweetened  to  taste. 

The  Rio  de  la  Plata  (River  of  Silver)  region  in  South  America  has  long  been  claimed 
by  both  Brazil  and  Argentina.  Only  Britain’s  intervention  and  mediation  prevents  a 
war.  By  terms  of  the  agreement,  the  area  becomes  a new  country  buffering  the 
two  combatants  and  subservient  to  neither.  The  new  country  is  called  “Uruguay”. 

Jedidiah  Smith’s  expedition  becomes  the  first  to  travel  overland  from  California 
(San  Diego)  to  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Though  Smith  escapes,  most  of  his  party  are 
slaughtered  by  Indians  in  Oregon  Territory. 

The  first  Cherokee  newspaper,  the  “Cherokee  Phoenix”  begins  this  year  in  Echota, 
Georgia,  using  the  “talking  leaf”  symbols  created  by  Sequoyah  seven  years  earlier. 

As  twin  evidences  of  tolerance-levels  of  this  era,  the  state  of  Georgia  declares  all 
laws  of  the  Cherokee  Nation  to  be  null  and  void,  and  the  Postmaster  General  of  the 
US  rules  that  negros  can  carry  mail  only  if  supervised  by  a white  man. 

The  first  recorded  strike  of  factory  workers  in  this  country  occurs  this  year  at  a 
textile  plant  in  New  Jersey.  The  militia  is  called  out  to  end  the  labor  violence,  and 
the  workers’  goal  fails.  They  had  wanted  a work  shift  to  be  limited  to  ten  hours, 
with  an  hour  lunch  at  noon.

ILNA  Coin  Digest 


Autumn  2003  7 
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The  American  Pottery  Manufacturing  Company  this  year  begins  selling  the  first 
chinaware  produced  in  the  US.  Previously  all  chinaware  has  been  imported  from 
Europe  or  China  (from  which  the  name  derives). 

A state  seminary  chartered  by  Indiana  eight  years  ago  adds  non-religious  training 
and  is  further  chartered  this  year  as  Indiana  College.  Its  name  will  be  changed  ten 
years  hence  to  Indiana  University. 

If  you  are  still  stumped,  the  following  better-known  events  of  this  year  are  normally 
taught  in  history  classes. 

Noah  Webster  culminates  over  twenty  years  of  work  by  publishing  “The  American 
Dictionary  of  the  English  Language”.  The  two-volume  work  contains  70,000  defini- 
tions. Included  are  many  hundreds  of  uniquely  American  words,  such  as  “revolu- 
tion” and  “applesauce”. 

The  “Age  of  American  Railroads”  begins  on  July  4th  of  this  year  with  the  ground 
breaking  ceremony  in  Baltimore  for  the  newly  formed  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad. 
The  ceremony  is  attended  by  Charles  Carroll,  the  only  remaining  signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  The  first  section  of  rails  to  Elliot’s  Mills  will  open  in 
two  years.  Originally  horse  drawn,  the  trains  will  be  steam  powered  within  months 
of  that  opening.  B&O  rails  will  continue  to  be  laid  westward,  reaching  Saint  Louis 
by  1857. 

In  a tit-for-tat  master  stroke,  the  US  Congress  passes  a tariff  bill  imposing  high 
duties  on  many  imported  goods,  then  immediately  follows  it  with  the  Reciprocity 
Act,  which  eliminates  duties  on  goods  from  countries  who  reciprocate.  The  tariff 
bill  is  called  the  “Tariff  of  Abominations”  by  southern  states,  and  it  pushes 
deeper  a wedge  between  the  industrial  northern  states  and  the  agrarian  southern 
states.  It  will  take  another  third  of  a century  for  this  widening  rift  to  erupt  into 
bloodshed. 

Andrew  Jackson  is  elected  President  of  the  United  States,  unseating  his  long-time 
rival  John  Q Adams.  The  campaign  has  been  the  most  slanderous  and  verbally 
vicious  yet.  Political  discord  increases  and  begins  to  polarize  along  geographic 
lines. 

Any  of  the  last  few  items  should  have  identified  the  year  as  1 828.  The  total  value  of 
gold  mined  in  the  US  before  1828  is  less  than  $110,000.  All  of  that  has  been  from 
small  deposits  in  North  Carolina.  Local  private  coinage  of  gold  will  not  be  tried 
here  until  two  years  hence.  Less  than  one  percent  of  all  federal  gold  coinage 
before  the  1830’s  is  from  US  mined  gold. 

Gold  coins  struck  by  the  US  mint  this  year  amount  to  only  28,000  half  eagles.  One

Board  members  Jim  Kaczor 
and  Clayton  Hagemann  each  have  an  excused  absence.  William  Burbridge  has 
an  unexcused  absence. 


Minutes  Spring  Board 
Meeting  Springfield,  IL. 
Sunday,  June  22,  2003 


Secretary’s  Report  - As  per  Huggins,  the  minutes  of  the  Spring  2003  meeting  was 
published  in  the  Digest,  and  a motion  was  made  to  accept  the  minutes  - 1®'  by 
Zapushek,  2’^^  by  Keopple,  passed.  Secretary  Doran  reported  that  ILNA  member- 
ship is  currently  at  315  members,  with  315  individual  members  and  28  club  mem- 
bers. A motion  was  made  - 1®'  by  Kermit  Wasmer,  2"^^  by  Butler,  passed. 

Treasurer’s  Report  - Treasurer  Kevin  Wasmer  reported  that  the  treasury  (CD’s, 
Checking,  and  Money  Market  accounts)  looked  good.  Motion  to  accept  the 
treasurer’s  report  was  made  - 1®'  by  Reiber,  2^^  by  Keopple,  passed.  Also,  it  was 
discussed  that  the  amount  of  money  in  the  Life  Member  CD’s  should  be  increased, 
and  after  the  Fall  Show  that  the  finances  be  looked  at  to  see  if  this  could  be  done. 
A motion  was  made  - 1®’  by  Reiber,  2^^  by  Zapushek,  passed.  It  was  noted  by 
Huggins,  for  the  record,  that  all  financial  records  from  the  previous  treasurer  are 
turned  in. 


Editor’s  Report  - Digest  Editor  Zapushek  stated  that  $1 ,551 .25  was  collected  from 
billed  advertisements  (webpage  and  Digest).  Also,  the  cost  for  ILNA  to  have  a 
webpage  is  $119.88  per  year,  and  the  cost  of  ILNA’s  domain  name  is  being  taken 
care  of  courtesy  of  Baker  Numismatics  of  Bloomington.  A motion  to  accept  the 
Editor’s  Report  was  made  - 1®‘  by  Prouty,  2^^  by  Spring,  passed. 

Old  Business  - 2003  Elections  -The  board  reviewed  the  ballot  for  the  upcoming 
election  of  board  members  and  by-law  changes.  After  discussion,  the  board  asked 
that  a revision  be  made  to  add 


The  2003  Fall  Show  was  discussed.  It  was  noted  by  Huggins  that  the  bourse  was 
sold  out,  and  that  wiring  at  the  show  site  was  not  installed,  but  will  be  completed 
sometime  in  June. 

New  Business  - 2004  Spring  Show  - It  was  discussed  by  the  board  as  to  where  the 
2004  Spring  Show  will  be.  Probable  locations  are  Gilespie  and  Springfield.  More 
on  this  will  be  discussed  at  the  November  meeting  in  Urbana.

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2004  Fall  Show  - It  was  noted  by  Huggins  that  the  date  for  the  2004  Fall  Show  will 
be  September  16-19,  2004  at  Countryside.  The  date  was  moved  due  to  a conflict 
with  the  Long  Beach  Coin  Show  in  California.  In  addition,  it  was  advised  that  a 
letter  to  the  Rockford  Area  Coin  Club  be  sent  informing  them  of  the  date  change. 
Motion  was  made  - 1®’  by  Reiber,  2^"^  by  Doran,  passed. 

Kermit  Wasmer  informed  the  board  that  some  more  show  cases  are  needed,  and 
after  discussion,  a motion  was  made  to  purchase  more  show  cases  as  needed  - 
1®'  by  Reiber,  2"'*  by  Spring,  passed.  Also,  Zapushek  stated  that  due  to  dealers 
coming  to  the  show  at  2:30PM  on  Thursday  for  set-up  that  board  members  who 
are  also  dealers  be  allowed  to  set  up  before  that  time.  After  discussion,  a motion 
was  made  - 1®'  by  Reiber,  2"'^  by  Doran,  passed. 

It  was  suggested  by  Huggins  that  “funny  money”  notes  be  made  for  the  Youth 
Auction  at  the  show,  and  asked  Doran  to  print  up  some  notes,  with  the  costs  of 
making  them  not  to  exceed  $50.00.  After  discussion,  a motion  was  made  - 1®'  by 
Reiber,  2^^  by  Kuester,  passed.  Also  suggested  by  Huggins  is  that  ILNA  purchase 
50  magnifiers  with  lights  be  made  to  give  out  to  officers  and  board  members  of 
ILNA  and  CSNS.  After  discussion,  a motion  was  made  - 1®'  by  Reiber,  2"'^  by 
Doran,  passed. 

Discussed  was  on  who  would  succeed  the  Digest  Editor,  since  Zapushek,  the 
current  Digest  Editor,  informed  the  Board  that  next  year  would  be  the  last  year  that 
he  would  serve  in  at  capacity.  He  also  informed  the  Board  that  he  will  wish  to  step 
down  as  Webmaster  next  year  as  well,  and  suggested  that  a new  Webmaster  be 
sought.  After  discussion,  Huggins  formed  a committee  comprising  of  Keopple, 
Spring,  and  Reiber.

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Struck  Counterfeit 
1909  S Indian  Cent 

by  Frank  M.  Zapushek 


Over  the  last  three  months,  several  counterfeit  and  altered  1909  S Indian  cents 
have  been  brought  to  me  at  shows.  Also,  several  altered  1909  S VDB  have  made 
their  presence  known. 

The  Mint  spend  time  and  money  to  produce  a quailty  product.  They  will  also  repro- 
duce hundreds  of  dies  from  one  master  die.  They  pay  attention  to  the  very  small 
details. 

The  counterfeiter  is  only  producing  one  obverse  and  one  reverse  die.  They  can  not 
afford  to  spend  the  money  that  the  United  States  Mint  spends  on  quality  control 
during  die  production. 

ILNA  Board  Member  Richard  Prouty  gave  me  this  die  struck  counterfeit  1909  S 
Indian  cent  to  photograph.  At  first  glance,  this  coin  is  very  convincing.  But  after 
taking  some  time  to  study  the  coin,  the  imperfections  come  to  light.  Thanks  to 
Richard,  I will  share  this  coin  with  you  today. 

Since  a VF  1 909  S Indian  coin  sells  for  between  $325  and  $400  and  an  AU  sells  for 
between  $425  and  $500,  it  pays  to  examine  the  coin  carefully. 


The  diamonds  in  the  head  piece  are  the  first  place  to 
look.  Notice  how  the  last  dimaond  is  poorly  formed  com- 
pared to  the  diamond  above  it. 


Centered  between  the  last  “A”  of  AMERICA  and 
the  last  “9”  of  the  date,  examine  the  rim.  Notice 
the  three  raised  lines  coming  from  the  rim. 

Most  collectors  spend  time  examining  the  obverse  of  the  Indian  cent,  but  very  little 
time  examining  the  reverse.  The  counterfeit  knows  this  and  spends  less  time  on 
the  reverse  of  the  coin. 

Let’s  examine  the  reverse  die  markers  on  this  counterfeit  die  struck  reverse.

Jack  Huggins,  Jr.,  Belleville,  III.,  is  the  latest  recipient  of  the  Numismatic  Ambassa- 
dor Award  sponsored  by  Numismatic  News.  Venue  for  presentation  was  the  Illinois 
Numismatic  Association/Central  States  Numismatic  Society  autumn  show  held  in 
Countryside,  III. 

Coin  Market  editor  Joel  Edier,  seen  standing  at  right,  gave  the  plaque  to  Huggins 
Sept.  6,  between  one  of  the  many  educational  seminars  held  each  year.  Huggins  is 
the  current  president  of  ILNA,  which  Edier  noted  is  typical  for  him  as  he  joins  an 
organization.  He  is  a worker  who  is  willing  to  fill  leadership  positions  in  his  local, 
state  and  regional  clubs.  He  is  willing  to  share  his  expertise  in  competitive  exhibit- 
ing and  has  been  a certified  American  Numismatic  Association  judge  for  over  25 
years.  He  is  also  a regular  contributor  to  the  ILNA  Digest. 

In  his  roll  as  a CSNS  board  member,  his  occupation  of  accountant  is  put  to  use  on 
the  financial  oversight  committee.  He  provides  tax  advice  and  accounting  improve- 
ments that  are  helpful.  Besides  serving  as  ILNA  president,  he  was  also  on  the 
Illinois  Design  Committee  for  that  state’s  quarter,  and  is  a member  of  the  ANA,  the 
Token  and  Medal  Society,  the  Society  of  US  Commemorative  Coins,  Indiana  State 
Numismatic  Association  and  Iowa  Numismatic  Society.

variety  of  this  year’s  half  eagle  has  the  date  1828  over  1827.  All  1828  half  eagles 
are  rare  enough  that  the  overdate  commands  little  or  no  premium. 

To  this  miniscule  gold  issue  we  add  a bit  over  four  million  silver  coins  and  almost 
four  million  more  copper  pieces.  One  fascinating  piece  of  this  year  is  a quarter 
dollar  with  the  “25c”  denomination  cut  over  “50c”.  Obviously  the  die  cutter,  after 
completing  the  lettering  on  nineteen  half-dollar  reverses,  failed  to  notice  at  first 
that  the  twentieth  die  was  a smaller  diameter.  A quick  overstamp  and  hopefully 
nobody  will  ever  notice. 

The  letter  and  numeral  punches  on  US  coinage  vary  widely  this  year.  Half  dollars  of 
1828  come  with  three  styles  of  2,  two  sizes  of  8,  and  two  sizes  of  letters  on  the 
reverse.  These  variations  cause  little  or  no  difference  in  prices.  There  are  two 
VERY  different  date  sizes  on  both  the  dimes  and  the  cents  of  1828.  For  the  large 
cents  the  single  small-date  die  is  like  all  of  the  next  ten  years,  while  the  four  large- 
date  dies  are  like  those  of  the  preceding  thirteen  years. 

The  single  most  fascinating  variety  of  1828  is  the  twelve-star  half  cent.  There  were 
twenty-four  states  in  1828.  The  mint  had  standardized  on  thirteen  stars  back  in 
1 797.  No  other  US  coin  of  ANY  denomination  or  date  is  from  a die  cut  with  twelve 
stars.  I would  rank  this  in  the  same  category  as  the  fifteen-star  1817  cent  — a die- 
cutter’s  goof  for  which  there  is  no  logical  explanation.  The  so-called  “twelve-star” 
1 808  cent  resulted  from  a broken  die  where  one  star  did  not  strike  up,  similar  to  the 
“no-D”  1922  cent.  Fortunately  the  twelve-star  half  cent  is  common  enough  that  an 
interested  collector  can  get  one  for  little  or  no  premium  over  its  thirteen-star  date- 
mate.  That  is,  unless  that  collector  insists  on  an  XF  or  better.  One  of  those  could 
cost  you  double  or  more. 

Of  course,  my  first  love  is  the  US  large  cents.  Of  the  twelve  die  combinations  from 
five  obverse  and  eleven  reverse  dies  of  1828  cents,  most  are  common  to  only 
slightly  scarce  — including  the  single  small-date  die  of  this  year.  The  only  two 
scarce  varieties  of  1828  cents  (N4  and  N12)  are  not  great  rarities,  but  nice  ex- 
amples (VF  or  better)  of  either  of  them  will  see  spirited  bidding  to  several  times  the 
price  of  the  most  common  1828  cents. 

If  you  are  willing  to  settle  for  Fine  or  below,  be  patient.  You  can  expect  to  cherrypick 
both  a 28N4  and  a 28N 1 2 within  three  to  five  years  — and  hunting  for  them  is  more 
fun  than  just  plopping  down  a big  wad  of  money.

Many  collectors  look  at  the  mintmark,  but  do  they  ex- 
amine the  mintmark? 

Notice  the  spike  at  the  top  of  this  mintmark  and  the  lack 
of  space  shown  with  the  second  black  arrow.  Neither 
of  these  will  be  found  on  the  genuine  coin. 


Most  counterfeit  Indians  have 
very  poor  details  in  the  shield,  yet 
most  collectors  mistake  it  for 
ware. 

The  shield  should  ware  first  in  the 
center,  not  on  the  top,  bottom  or 
sides.  Notice  the  poor  details 
pointed  out  by  the  black  arrows. 
This  is  not  ware  but  poor  die  en- 
graving by  the  counterfeit. 


The  area  around  and  near  the  mintmark  should  be  examined  very  carefully  on 
every  key  or  semi-key  date  coin.  This  is  a very  important  area  for  both  altered  and 
die  struck  counterfeits. 

If  the  area  below  this  mintmark  were  to  be  examine  in  detail,  a pain  should  come 
into  your  stomach.  It  will  not  be  gas  or  indigestion,  but  a sick  feel  of  buyer  beware. 

Notice  all  the  raised  lines  below  the  mintmark  at  the  rim.  These  raised  lines  are 
below  the  mintmark  and  on  both  sides  of  the  mintmark  at  the  rim.  These  are  not 
die  polish  lines  or  gouges.  They  are  poor  quality  control  on  the  part  of  the  counter- 
feiter.

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Struck  Counterfeit  (Cant.) 


If  you  move  around  the  reverse  of  this  struck  coun- 
terfeit to  the  feathers,  you  will  notice  a few  more 
raised  lines.  Notice  the  four  or  five  raised  lines 
between  the  feathers  and  the  rim. 


Remember,  time  is  money  for  both  you  and  the 
counterfeiter.  Most  counterfeits  can  not  spend  the 
time  or  money  to  produce  quality  in  the  fine  detail. 
But  you  can  spend  the  money  if  you  don’t  spend 
the  time.
